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Continitetion of 3. NOTE: The change from scrambling said set of uniformly spaced samples to scrambling said set of uniformly spaced 
mapped samples, for example in claim 1 , raises the new issues that requires further search and consideration. Further, the specification 
does not disclose that the mapped samples are uniformly spaced. In fact, figures 4A and 4B shows the mapped samples X nonuniformly 
spaced. Further, "said set of uniformly mapped samples" also lacks a proper antecedent basis.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive to 
overcome the rejections. All the rejections stand as set forth in the final Office action.
